Carter Glass issues Warning As 


Means to Curb Another Loan 


CONGRESS MUST ACT WISELY 


Loan Issue Cannot be Avoided if 


Large Expenditures Keep Up 


WASHINGTON —If congress does 
ot enter upon new fields of large 
expenditure or reduce tases. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Carter Glass an- 
nounced today, the government will 
be able to meet its indebtedness with- 
aut calling upon nie country to bear 
another Liberty loan issue. 


The secretary of the treasury pref- 


aced this statement with an array of 
figures showing a reduction of $759,- 
522,840 in the gross debt of the coun- 
try since Aug 30 and corresponding- 
ly large deructions m the floating 
debt on loan certificates and unma- 
tured treasury certificates 
of 
in* 


debtedness. 
"It will no doubt be 
recalled," 


said Secretary Glass, "that on Sepi. 
S, in announcing an issue of tax cer- 
tificates, I made certain statements 
concerning the gopernmeiit's fian- 
ciai position and prospects tor the 
balance of the calendar year and said 
that the turn of the tide had come. 
Now that the figures at the year's 
end are in hand it appears that my 
most sanguine expectations have been 
more than realized.

-HE treasury has strongly held the opinion that this govern- 


ment should, at the earliest possible moment, discontinue 


lending money to oth«": governments. 


» » - * * 


I have urged that private initiative shouiu l^ ^e-tore^ and 


that credits for purchases in the United States should be obta11- 
ed thru private channels. 


Since Armistice Day, the consistent policy of the treasury 


has been, so far as possible, to restore private initiative and re- 
move governmental controls and interferences. It has been the 
view of the treasury that only thus can the prompt restoration of 
healthy economic life be gained. 


The embargoes on gold and silver and the control of foreign 


exchange have been removed, as well as the voluntary and in- 
formal control of call money and the Stock Exchange loan ac- 
count. 


The control exercised by the Capital Issues Committee over 


capital issues has been discontinued. Thus the financial markets 
of the United Spates have been opened to the whole world arid 
all restrictions removed that might have hindered America's cap- 
ital and credit resources, as well as its great gold reserve, from 
being available in aid of the world's commerce and Europe's need. 


Men must go back to work in Europe, must contribute to in- 


crease production. The industries of Europe, of course, cannot 
be set to work without raw materials, machinery, etc., and to the 
extent that these are to be secured from the United States, the 
problem of financing the restoratio&-o£-Euisope-4>^ongs primar- 
ily to our exports. 


Governmental financial assistance in the past and talk of 


plans for future government of banking aid to finance exports 
have apparently led our industrial concerns to the erroneous ex- 
pectation that their war profits, based so largely on exports, will 
continue indefinitely without effoit or risk on their part. 


To them will fall the profits of the exports and upon them 


will fall the consequences of failure to make the exports. 


The industries of the country must be brought to a realiza- 


tion of the gravity of this problem, must go out and steek mar- 
kets abroad, must reduce prices at home and abroad to a reason- 
able level, and create or co-operate in creating the means of fi- 
nancing export business.

The statements of both miners and 


operators were presented to the com- 
mission appointed to bring about set- 
tlement of tbe coal controversy as 
the inquiry opened.

Workers, spoke for the miners, and 
Thomas Brewster for the operators. 


Brewster, in

long statement,

later. 


Chairman Robinson,

He 
declared that all fields would have 
an opportunity to present their case 
before the commission and that the 
action in beginning with the central 
competitive district, would enahlo 
the commission to form a basis IP 
dealing with other districts.

An agieement by 
that time is essential so Premier 
Nitti may return to Italy with a pro 
ject acceptable to the Italian govern- 
ment, it was said. Italy, in the opin- 
ion of peace conference leaders, will 
not enter into the proposed Anglo- 
French-Italian alliance, until Flume 
has been satisfactorily disposed of 
The new alliance, it is understood. 
Is bound up in the recently 
created 


inter-allied military body, of which 
Marshal Foch will be the bead. 


This body Saturday replaced the 


inter-allied grand general headquar- 
ters.

Three Hundred Members to be 


Named if Bill Passes 


WILL

Executive Body Would Be Chosen 


to Carry Out Program 


WASHINGTON — A parliament 


of Industry 
to assist congress 
in 


dealing with 
problems of 
capital 


and labor. Is to be proposed in a bill 
now being drafted and shortly to be 
introduced in th esenate, it was 
learned Monday. 


The plan was conceived some time 


ago but held up pending1 the out- 
come of the first and second ffldue- 
trlal conferences called by Presided 
Wilson. It was to bo presented as 
soon as details could be worked out. 


Following the Canadian Idea, the 


bill will call for a general industrial 
parliament to draw up a. code for In- 
dustry. This Is to be the basis for fu- 
ture legislation "recommended 
to 


congress by the industrial body. 


Tentative plans call for one hun- 


dred labor members to be chosen by 
labor unions and other groups of the 
employees, one hundred representa- 
tives of capital to Include business 
and probably professional men. A 
third group will probably be, added 
to represent the public composed of 
5 Oor 100 members. This part of the 
plan has not been worked out defi- 
nitely. It was said. 


"Criticism ol the proposal as be- 


ing too unweiidy is anticipated," 
th'e author of"the "bill said Monday, 
"but 18 based on the theory that the 
industrial congress will be a melt- 
Ing pot of all sides affecting capital 
and labor and that complete repre- 
sentation of all groups is necessary. 
Out of the scores of ideas and view- 
points represented, legislation to be 
recommended to congress can be 
formed." 


The bill itself 
will call 
on the 


president to call an industrial par- 
liament as described. It is then ex- 
pected that the parliament will make 
itself a permanent body. Drafting; a 
code of principles relating to recog- 
nition of collective bargaining, liv- 
ing wages and peaceable settlement 
of disputes is the first task the or- 
ganization would have, according to 
present plans. 


It 
is also 
contemplated that 
a 


body similar to the war labor boaul 
—to be the executive body to carry 
out principles approved by the con- 
gress and enacted into laws shall bo 
set up.

in the report of the gtate supermtendent of 
public instruction for 1918. Forty colleges in 
the state ^re rcp0rted, the figures being fur- 
nished by 'yjg Offices Of the various presidents. 


~~^ "'State aucl municipal institutions are somewhat 


in the lead of endowed and denominational 
colleges, the average salary in the public uni- 
versities being $1740 as against $1240 in the 
privately supported ones. Since these figures 
were submitted no considerable salary increas- 
es have been made in any«college of the state 
except Oberh'n, where the scale has been, ad- 
vanced approximately 50 per cent. 


COMPARISON OF THESE figures with aver- 
ages published in connection with the numer- 
ous drives for enlarged endowments now being 
conducted by. universities outside Ohio indi- 
cates that all that is being said elsewhere of 
the superior incomes of illiterate foreign la- 
borers to those of the men entrusted \vitjfi the 
higher education of our sons and daughters is 
true here.

I also said that perfect clean- 


liness PLUS trained aseptic intelli- 
gence — which 
only the hospital 


trained nurse can acquire and apply 
—protect patients from these ever 
present dangers. But 1 quoted from 
a personal communication from one 
of the foiemost bacteriologists of the 
country who took occasion to say 
that certain disease germs, such as 
diphtheria 
bacilli, 
survive on ob- 


jects in the sick room for as long 
as 40 to 60 days according to his ex- 
perience in making bacteriological 
cultures. 
I had slated in a preced- 


ing article that disease germs sur- 
vive many minutes away from their 
host, that is, the body of the person, 
animal or insect that harbors them. 


Dr. Lawrason Brown, of Trudean, 


N. Y.. an authority on tuberculosis, 
has been carrying out some Interest- 
ing tests in collaboration with Mr. 
S. A. Petroffi and Dr. Gilberto Pas- 
quera. These investigators were ua- 
able to demonstrate by culture or by 
inoculation of guinea pigs the pres- 
ence of tubercle bacilli in the DUST 
from a room occupied by a patient 
with many bacilli in the sputum and 
a cough so explosive that the patient 
seldom had titof to cover the mouth. 


They were unable to find any tu-
